Morales refused to talk to the officers, 
except to express his regret that he had no 
W inchester ride when taken, so that he 
m ight have killed Castillo and then died 
with his boots on. 
H e said he had no de­ 
sire to kill W ilson. 
The captives presented a most dejected 
appearance as they sat side by side at the 
depot this m orning waiting for the train to 
carry them to Uceanside. She was quietly 
chatting with the outlaw, and when ap­ 
proached aud questioned by the bystanders 
they both replied, “No sabe English,” and 
relapsed into silence. 
A press reporter, however, introduced 
him self in Spanish, and m entioning the 
uames of intim ate friends of Morales, was

“You may speak English ; I understand 
the language,” said Morales. 
W hen questioned 
as 
to the crimes' 
charged against him . he said : 
“ I do not know on w hat charge I will be 
examined, but suppose my partner B u n c h 
will want a chance at me for shooting tbrée 
holes into him ; but as I did that in self-de-" 
fense I do not th in k thev can hold me on 
that charge long. 
As to the charge of ab­ 
ducting the girl, it is a lie.

The girl was then asked if she w ould re­ 
turn to her stepfather, to which sbé replied. 
“No, sir; I not like m y stepfather. 
I 
not go with Morales because of gun - make- 
me go. 
H e no m ake me go. I go with 
him because I like Morales. I go now with 
Morales wherever he go, even if to die. I 
stay all the time w ith Morales.” 
The outlaw said: 
“ I expected to be 
brought back here at once and examined 
on the charge of shooting H enry Qharlesj 
T hat is the worse charge I will iiave to 
fight. 
I have no hope of escaping'the 
penalty of the law from all of the charges, 
but as to abducting girl, shooting B unch, 
m urdering 
H enry Charles and stealing 
num erous horses, I do not think the offichri 
can find sufficient proof to convict, me. I 
should not have carried the watch and 
chain with me. If it were not for that ar­ 
ticle I would stand a fair show of- escaping 
entirely. I did not want to return to-Sau 
Q uentin and if the officers had not taken 
me so uuawares I never would h afe givA 
them a show, but with two guns at my. 
head while bending over washing, my 
only show was to give up or

If I could have drawn my gun ffom iny 
belt by tbe tim e they were ready to shoot 
I would not care for two guns : , but they 
gave me no chance at all.” 
H e admitted that he was in the neighbor­ 
hood of San Juan Capistrano when Henry- 
Charles was murdered, but would say noth­ 
ing more. At this juncture other newspa­ 
per men approached, but Morales looked 
upon them with suspicion, and all he said 
was “ No sabe English.” 
Morales is about 5 feet 91 inches high 
and weight about 160 pounds. 
H e wears a 
black mustache and a few woelm’ growth oJi 
beard on bis pock-marked face. 
His feat­ 
ures bear a cold-blooded, deliberate and at 
the same time nonchaient air, w hich are 
indicative of his fearless and desperate 
character. 
H e wore a soft white hat. dark 
coat and vest, light trousers and red IIinfiel 
shirt and red necktie. 
The girl N ym phia Brown is a step-, 
(laughter of Jose Morales, of Sab Diegulito. 
She is 17 years of age, 5 feel 4 inches in 
bight and weighs 135 pounds. Shg wore a 
black and white gingbam dress and a 
white-and-blue 
nubia ovet 
her 
head. 
W bile they were badly tanned by exposure, 
they were both very fair complexioned. 
When arrested, one common bed-comforter 
was found, which constituted their bed. 
The other blanket and the girl’s clothes had 
been captured by the Constable at San 
.Juan.

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THE DAY. 
It is in keeping with a commendable 
spirit that the anniversary of the admis­ 
sion of the State into the Union should 
be observed as a public holiday. The 
sentiment that inspires local pride in 
Statehood is twin to that of loyal love 
for the inseparable Union of State sov­ 
ereignties. The time has passed forever, 
we take it, when these two can be an­ 
tagonistic. State independence can no 
more be invoked to stand against the 
unity of parts that make this a nation. 
The suddenness wdth which California 
sprang into the maturity of Statehood; 
the memorable struggle between forces 
that battled for free soil and human 
bondage; the giant strides with which 
this new empire of energy, natural wealth 
and loyalty has advanced upon the high­ 
way of American progress; the favor of 
incomparable climates and almost fabu­ 
lous wealth of resources; the splendid 
young manhood that has been born and 
raised upon the bosom of the fairest do­ 
main of the continent; the wonderful de­ 
velopment of commercial and industrial 
strength—these are a few of the reasons 
in our brief history that justify us in 
celebrating with something of ceremonial 
and much of pride, the anniversary of the 
admission of California into the Union. 
In the earlier years of the young matu­ 
rity of the State this annual observance 
was engaged in by quite all the people, 
and we recall that even the aliens in our 
midst deemed it a privilege to be permit­ 
ted to participate in these festivities; but 
with the growth of the new generation 
into manhood and womanhood, a change 
has taken place in our methods. The 
Pioneer men of the State ijtill assemble in 
their halls and toast each other in memory 
of the early days, and the more vigorous 
of initial State builders who remain with 
us still unite with processional observances 
of the State holiday ; but very properly the 
chief place in these festivities and con­ 
gratulatory ceremonies has been taken by 
the young men who are so fortunate as to 
be natives of the State. By common and 
graceful assent the office has been mainly 
made over to them. They have organized 
in honor of their nativity, and thus far 
they have done it credit. Upom them is 
rapidly devolving the more serious and 
important duty of carrying on the work 
the Pioneers began. Let it lie hoped that 
they will become neither vainglorious nor 
exacting, hut will make their administra­ 
tion of public affairs rellect the highest 
credit upon a State of which they have 
every reason to be proud. 


THE PRESS ASSOCIATION. 
A very respectable number of the men 
and women engaged in the publishing and 
editing of the newspapers and magazines 
of the central and northern sections of the 
State have organized a Press Association, 
which begins its first annual session in this 
city to-day. 
Tne citizens of Sacramento 
give them a cordial welcome, and it is un­ 
derstood will extend to them courtesies in­ 
tended to be more than formal, and to ex­ 
press sincerity and earnest-hear ted ness. 
The daily newspapers of the larger cities 
in the region indicated have compara- 
tire.y little in common in business mat­ 
ters with the pa|>ers of the towns of the in­ 
terior, since their relations with the bus­ 
iness world are notably different. 
But in 
sympathy they are in harmony with them; 
so far as the elevation and betterment of 
newspaper work is concerned, the rais­ 
ing of the standard of the profession _ 
journalism and unity of effort in develop 
ing and rebuilding the State, the press 
the cities is in hearty accord with those 
of the country. 
Press Associations are 
now formed in twenty-two of the States of 
the L nion, and thus far they have proved 
to lie efficient agencies for promoting the 
public good and bettering the conditions 
and 
methods of 
a calling 
that, 
because 
of 
its 
prostitution 
by 
some, has suffered not a little in public 
e-jtimation and the regard of the people. 
The new association that meets in this 
city to-day wili find that it will take time 
to gain strength. Its promoters need to 
he imbued with the spirit of patience, and 
to arm themselves with resolution. It is 
possible to bring the press into closer 
contact and greater unity of purpose and 
method in advocacy of the best interests ol 
California. There has been in the past a 
good deal of working at cross purposes, 
and a want of that understanding 1 e- 
tween the journals, that is essential to 
success. In the southern section of the 
State the press has been m ire nearly a 
Unit in its aims and interests and that 
without any disturbance of independent , 
attitudes, aud this is due in no small sense 
to its Association. As exponents of public j 
opinion the press is an important factor of 
strength in State building; as stubborn 
and a self-opionionated exponent of ;>er- 
sonal views it may become an agencv of 
ill for the State. The true journal reflects 
the best seutiments of communities, and 
molds public opinion only by offering it­ 
self as the forum for the free discussion 
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of public topics. It is its office also to 
operate uj>on the public mind by the pre­ 
sentation of sound reason for policies ad­ 
vanced and the exposure of weakness and 
untruth in positions assumed inimical to 
the public good. The social mingling of 
these people of the interior press, the op­ 
portunity to exchange personal views, to be­ 
come acquainted with each other and to form 
personal estimates will contribute to good 
results in the session about to open, and 
encourage a better feeling and broader 
sympathy between the laborers of the 
press. 
ARMY DESERTIONS. 


PRESS ASSOCIATION. 


W hat is to be done to stop the tide of 
desertion from the army of the United 
States? The answer is simple; increase 
the pay of the men, call for a higher grade 
of recruits, and once in the army relieve 
them of mere scavenger duty and make 
them by soldierly treatment proud of their 
station. As a rule the men who now enlist 
in the piping times of peace are those who 
are unable to find, or unwilling to engage 
in ordinary labor. The recuiting offices 
are usually located in sections that draw 
upon elements out of which self respecting 
and soldierly characters are not to be 
made. The pay of the “private” is ridi­ 
culously small and is no inducement to 
men who have any sort of ambition to be 
something in life, or to prepare for old 
age. W e have an army of 25,000 men; of 
these 2,811 deserted last year, or 372 more 
than in the preceding year. 
Besides hav­ 
ing a very demoralizing effect upon the 
men who remain, these desertions inflict 
a heavy money loss upon the Goverment, 
as they necessitate the constant working 
of recruiting stations; and the incidental 
loss of clothing is a considerable figure, in 
addition to the loss of the money expended 
in maintaining and training the recruit 
before he is assigned to a company, for 
most of the deserters are new recruits. To 
the credit of the better men of the army 
it is to'be said that they remain, and these 
are always found, by the way to be the 
more intelligent, neat and correct men 
when recruits, proving that the manly 
quality produces the better soldier. A 
large number enlist for sake of transporta­ 
tion to distant points, to secure change of 
scene, to escape from home difficulties, etc., 
and all these contemplate desertion from 
the outset. The staying men are those 
who adopt the soldier’s life in earnest, and 
because the military atmosphere is natur­ 
ally congenial to them. The wearisome­ 
ness of garrison duty, the lack of adven­ 
ture, the drudgery of camp, the laxity of 
military law in punishing desertion, all 
contribute to stimulate and encourage it. 
The true remedies are those suggested at 
the outset of the article. To prevent 
desertion raise the character of the army 
standard for privates; make desertion a life 
disgrace and punish it with great severity; 
teach the recruit that he has not ceased to 
be a flian with hopes and ambitions, be­ 
cause he has enlisted; finally, by good pay, 
manly treatment, hope of reward and 
honorable recognition, make it to the in­ 
terest of the man to remain through his 
term of service. 
T h e proposition of the Native Sons of 
the Golden A\ est, to erect a memorial pile 
in honor of the pioneers of California, is 
an excellent one, and deserving of all ap­ 
proval. But no sooner is the idea sug­ 
gested than the San Erancisco press—is 
there'anytliing that press is not equal to? 
—exclaims: “Ah, yes, a commendable 
plan. Let the monument be erected in 
Golden Gate Park, in this city, as a per­ 
petual tribute to the brave and sturdy 
men, etc.” Now, if any such structure is 
ever erected, there is one spot above all 
others in the State where it should stand. 
It is scarcely necessary to mention it, it 
suggests itself to every thoughtful mind— 
the site of Sutter’s old fort in Sacramento. 
All the historic traditions and all the con­ 
ditions and circumstances attaching to the 
proposition emphatically speak for the 
Sutter Fort site. lu fact, the most fitting 
memorial that could be erected would be 
the restored fort and its reconstruction in a 
manner to make its preservation a matter 
of State pride. The ground is historic; 
every foot of it is rich in tradition ; every 
ounce of its soil ought to be dedicated to 
the memory of the pioneers of California. 


CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 
YYliat State Superintendent H oitt Saw in 
the G reat W estern M etropolis. 
State Superintendent Hoitt has just re­ 
turned from Chicago, where he went as the 
representative of California to the session 
of the Supreme Council of the American 
Legion of Honor. To a R ecord U nion re­ 
porter Mr. Hoitt said the session was sat­ 
isfactory, as far as California was concerned, 
as all the legislation asked for by the Grand 
Conncil here was carried through. 
While in Chicago Mr. Hoitt was hand­ 
somely entertained by tli9 City Superin­ 
tendent of Schools Howland, by Mr. Laine, 
Superintendent of Cook county and bv Col­ 
onel F. W. Parker, Principal of the famous 
Cook County Norma! School. He paid a 
short visit to the County Teachers’ Insti­ 
tute, which was then in" session, and was 
delighted and not a little surprised to find 
700 teachers in voluntary attendance. Su­ 
perintendent Hoitt says that considerable 
territory has lately been added to the city 
of Chicago, thereby increasing the number 
of teachers from 1,800 to 2,400. and the 
schools opened on the 2d of this month 
with 100,000 pupils. 
Many of the brightest ligli's in the edu­ 
cational world are connected with the Illi­ 
nois school system, and the people are 
justly proud ot the status of their schools 
aud teachers.

When broiling steak throw a little salt 
on the coals and the blaze from dripping 
fat will not annoy. 
To clean willow furniture use salt and 
water. Apply it with a nail brush, scrub 
well and dry thoroughly. 
If, after having a tooth pulled, the 
mouth is filled with salt and water it will 
allay the danger of having a hemorrhage. 
Salt as a tooth powder is better than al­ 
most anything that can lie Isjught. 
It 
keeps the teeth brilliantly white and the 
gums hard and rosy. 
Carfiets may la; greatly brightened by 
first sweeping thoroughly and then going 
over them with a clean doth anti clear salt 
and water. Use a cupful of salt to a large 
basin of water. 
If the feet arc tender or painful after 
long standing or walking, great relief can 
be bad by bathing them in salt and water. 
A handful of salt to a gallon of water is 
the right proportion. Have the water as 
hot as can comfortably be borne.

NEVER SAW_THE LIKE. 
Cheering News from the Farm ing R e­ 
gions of Southern K ansas. 
Every one who comes to Kansas City 
from Kansas these days has bis own partic­ 
ular stock of stories to tell about the won­ 
derful crops in that State. Among the 
sunflower pilgrims who landed in the city 
on Saturday was Charley Barrett, the 
good-looking and talkative traveling pas­ 
senger agent of the Missouri Pacific. 
He 
had spent four or five days in Southern 
Kansas, and his month was going at the 
rate of five hundred revolutions a minute 
about crops, when lie was flagged by a 
Times man on Main street. 
“W heat!” he exclaimed. “You never 
saw the like ! The farmers down in South­ 
ern Kansas had to rent the public roads to 
gel room enough to stack the wheat. 
Wasn’t room enough in the fields to hold 
the stacks. I saw one—” 
“How is the fruit crop?” 
“Fruit! You never saw the like! Ap­ 
ples as big as cannon balls growing in 
clusters as big as haystacks. I saw one 
apple that 
” 
“Don’t the trees break down ?” 
“Treer ! You never saw the like! The 
farmers planted sorghum in the orchards 
ami the stalks grew up like telegraph j>oles 
and supported the limbe. 1 saw one stalk 
of sorghum that was two feet 
” 
“How is the hroom-corn crop?” 
“Broom-com ! You never saw the like ! 
There hasn’t lieen a cloudy dav in south­ 
ern Kansas fi.r a month. Can't cloud up. 
The broom corn grew so high that it kept 
the clouds swept oil' the face of the sky as 
clean as a new floor. 
They will have to 
cut the corn down if it gets too dry. 
Some of the broom-corn stalks are so high 
th at 
” 
“IIow is the corn crop?” 
“Corn! You never saw the like! Down 
in the Neosho and Fall River and Arkan­ 
sas liottoms the corn is as high as a house, 
lliey us step-ladders to gather roasting 
ears.” 
“Aren’t step ladders pretty expensive?” 
“Expensive! Well, I should say so; 
but that isn’t the worst of it. 
Tne 
trouble is that the children climb up into 
the corn stalks to hunt for eagle's nests 
and sometimes fall out and kill themselves. 
Fourteen funerals in one countv last week 
from that cause. I attended all of them . 
That is why I am so sad. And, mind vou, 
the corn is not more than half grown.’ A 
man at Arkansas City has invented a ma­ 
chine which he calls ‘The Solar Corn 


Harvester and Child Protector.’ It is in­ 
flated with gas like a balloon, and floats 
over the corn tops and the occupants reach 
down and cut off the ears of corn with a 
cavalry sabre. 
Every Kansas farmer has 
a cavalry sabre and 
” 
“Do they make much cider in Kansas?” 
“Cider! 
You never saw the like! 
Oceans of it! Most of the farmers in 
Crowley county have filled their cisterns 
with cider. A proposition was made a 
few days since to the W ater Works Com­ 
pany of Arkansas City to supply the town 
with cider through the mains, but the 
company was compelled to decline, because 
they were afraid the cider would rust the 
pumps. They were sorry, but they said 
they would have to continue to furnish 
water, although it cost more. I saw one 
farmer who—” 
“How is the potato crop?” 
“Potatoes ! You never saw the like! A 
man in Sedwick couhty dug a potato the 
other day that was so big he used the 
cavity it grew in for a cellar. I saw one 
potato that—” 
“The people must be happy over their 
big crops?” 
“Hsppy! You never saw the like. I 
know men in the Arkansas valley who 
were too poor this time last year to flag a 
bread wagon, and now they have pie three 
times a day. One fellow that—” 
But the reporter, just at this point, had 
a pressing engagement elsewhere.—Kansas 
City Times.

WILL GAMBLING GO ? 


THE SURE THING MEN THINK THEY 
WILL HAVE FULL SWAY. 


A n Ingenious Schem e to D efeat the 
Police D uring th e F a ir—No Law 
To Stop It. 


‘'Hello there, R ecord, where are yon 
rushing to ?” 
The voice was familiar, and the R ecord- 
U nioh man turned around and immedi­ 
ately recognized a familiar face and figure. 
It was that of the proprietor of a “chuck-a- 
luck,” who for the past decade has been a 
regular visitor to Sacramento during fair 
time. 
“Well, what are you doing up here?” 
asked the newspaper man. 
‘‘Oh, same old racket you know—after 
hayseeds.” 
The gambler laughed long and loud as 
he uttered this and administered a vigorous 
slap on the scribe’s back. 
“Don’t be in such a hurry now,” said 
the latter after he had recovered from the 
effects of the blow, “you are evidently a 
little behind the times. Gambling don’t 
go this year.” 
“H a! h a! h a! Who says so, sonny ?” 
Why, Chief Lee. He has issued orders 
to allow nothing to go—not even a little 
spin-wheel for match-boxes.” 
The old fellow was doubled up with 
laughter again at this, and it was some 
time before he had subsided sufficiently to 
speak. "Chief Lee says so, hey ? H a! ha ! 
ha! Well, what if he did? He’s a fine 
gentleman, and wants to do what’s right, 
but he’s as harmless as a baby.” 
"W hat do you mean ?” 
“Just what I say. He nor anybody else 
can stop us?” 
“Oh, now you’re talking foolishly. You 
will see whether he can or not.” 
“Well, you will see, too. But I say—,” 
and the old-timer took the newspaper man 
by the aim and led him to a secluded 
place. “I don’t mind giving you the bus­ 
iness straight. 
It’s no use holding it 
longer. We’ve got the whole thing settled, 
and it’s too good to keep.” 
“Well, go ahead,” said the reporter, 
Impatiently, “I’m all attention.” 
AN EXPLANATION ATTEMPTED. 
“Well, you see, we folks that run games 
have to be pretty ‘fly’ all the time and be 
inventing new schemes, or else our busi­ 
ness would be knocked out in no time; 
see? Well, now, we knew all about the 
howl that was going on up here, headed by 
your order league, or whatever you call it, 
and we knew that it was even up that 
trouble was in store for us—possibly a 
complete shut out, at hast as tar as the 
city authorities went. But, as I said be­ 
fore, we have to be fly’ to get along, and 
we are just as ‘fly’ this year as ever. 
“Yes, ves, but you are not getting to the 
point,” impatiently broke in thenewspaper 
representative. 
“Oh, yes, I am. Just keep cool now. 
Well, anticipating trouble, we have de­ 
cided to wholly ignore your good Chief, 
your Law and Order League, and, in tact, 
your whole works up here. You know, 
probably, that Killip & Co. have leased the 
vacant lot on the northeast corner of Sev­ 
enth and K streets for fair time, don’t 
you ?" 
’ 
"Yes.” 
“Well, do you know who owns that cor­ 
ner?” 
" ^ es; the United States Govern ment.” 
“Well, that's the whole thing ; don’t you 
see?” 
“No, I don't see. I’m in the dark as 
much as ever,” was the newspaper man’s 
admission. 
“Why, you must be blind. Now listen 
again : The Government owns that land, 
and Killip & Co. have leased it from the 
Government at the Sub-Treasury in San 
Irancisco. Now, Killip & Co. are not go­ 
ing to use the whole lot, and will sub-let 
what they don’t want to whoever wants it, 
and that means us folks. See?” 
“Well, what of that? Can’t you be 
stopped there?” 
POWERLESS, INDEED. 
“ It’s you tbat’s talking foolishly now,” 
said the gambler. “It’s as plain as day. 
Don’t you know that neither the State nor 
municipal officers can make an arrest, or 
interfere with any transaction on Govern­ 
ment property. It’s wholly out of their 
jurisdiction. 
The Courts have decided 
that in several instances right here in Cali­ 
fornia. Don’t you recollect the case of the 
soldier who killed a comrade on the Gov­ 
ernment reservation in San Francisco? 
Well, he was arrested for murder by the 
municipal police, but you bet they bad to 
let him go mighty quick, and the United 
States authorities were very indignant be­ 
cause the police interfered with a matter 
which belonged to United States officers. 
Another similar case occurred when the 
Terry-Field squabble occurred in the Ap­ 
praisers' builatng, in San Francisco. The 
city police or State officers could do noth­ 
ing in the matter. Now, sonny, what are 
your city or State officials going to do with 
ns—we are on a Government reservation. 
Ha: ha! ha!” 
The newspaper man scratched his head 
thoughtfully as the wisdom of the gam­ 
bler's remarks began to dawn upon him. 
“ But,” said he, still resisting, “ how about 
the United States authorities? ’ 
“ Oh, they are even more powerless than 
Chief Lee. There is no United States law 
against gambling. 
The only way the 
United States Marshal could interfere with 
us would be by virtue of a process from 
the United States Court, and there being no 
law, how in thunder is the Court going to 
issue such a process ?” 
The pencil-driver was convinced—at least 
so far as the gambler’s explanation is con­ 
cerned. If what he said were true, the 
gamblers were indeed at liberty to do as 
they pleased. He bade the chuck-a-luck 
man good-night, and proceeded down town 
to Chief Lee’s office. 
CHIEF LEE TALKS. 
Chief of Police I.ee was found in bis of­ 
fice la-t evening, in company with Police 
Judge Buckley. 
“ Yes, I heard something of that,” said 
the Chief, when informed of the reporter’s 
errand, “ and I have made extensive in­ 
quiries regarding what power 1 have in the 
matter. Two very prominent attorneys 
say that I am utterly powerless to interfere 
with the gamblers should thev open up on 
the Government lot, and I regret to sav 
that 1 am afraid they’reabont right. I don’t 
see what 1 can do. Of course I can keep 
them off the race track and fair grounds 
and other places, but they are not likely to 
venture off of that lot. I called upon Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bruner yesterday, and, al­ 
though he had not looked the matter up 
very thoroughly, he shook bis head doubt­ 
fully aud said he was afraid the gamblers 
had the best of us. But, notwithstanding 
all this. I’m not going to let the thing go 
without giving them a fight. If they do 
open np, I’m going to make an arrest or 
two and test the question of jurisdiction. 
That would be the proper solution of the 
matter, I think. If it is decided that 1 
have no power to interfere, whv that ends 
it. But if it ends in my favor, then I'll 
bounce every mother's son of them, and 
not a game of chance will go. Tbat’s 
about all I can say about the matter just 
now.” 
JUDGE BUCKLEY RETICENT. 
Judge Bucklty said be did not care to 
express an opinion in the matter, as he had 
not familiarized himself thoroughly with 
the law on the subject. If it were true, he 
slid, thnt the law could not reach the gam­ 
blers on Government land, it ought to beso 
announced by some Court. For this reason 
he suggested to the Chief that the proper 
manner in which to proceed would be to 
arrest some one—say a spectator or one of 
. the ganie-kee[>ers—and take the matter to 
the Police Court. There the prisoner could 
be found guilty and fined for the purpose 
of allowing an appeal to be taken to a 
higher Court, where the question of juris­ 
diction could be finally settled. 
SHERIFF MAMULLEN. 
Sheriff McMullen does not doubt but 
that the gamblers can be stopped, no matter 
where they opened their games. “Just let 
them try it,” said be, “and I'll show them 
that an arrest can be made. I’ll haul 
them in only too quick.” He explained 
that even if they do business on the 
Government's lot, they wouid still be 
within the city of Sacramento, and Sacra­ 
menta' ^.officers would have a perfect right 
to arrest them. They could not commit 
V .1 violatiou of the law, no matter whose 
property they were on. 
WILL DEFEAT THEM ANYHOW. 
A prominent member of the Law and 
Order League was seen in regard to the 
matter, ami was very decided in his belief 
that, even if the question of jurisdiction 
were not settled, the scheme of the gam­ 
blers could be frustrated. He said : “Sup­ 
pose they do defy u°. can’t we have them 
arrested for test purposes? The case can­ 
not be settled before the high tribunals in­ 
side of two or three weeks, aud do you 


think we are going to let them have full 
swing all that time? Not much. Justas 
fast as they show themselves they should 
be arrested and locked up pending a de­ 
cision of the case. If this is not done, why 
they will just laugh at us and go ahead 
with their robbery, not caring what the 
termination of the case is, so long as they 
can pull through fair week. Oh, we’Ustop 
them, never fear.” 
SOME LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 
A gentleman who claimed to understand 
the law said : “It is absurd that a Federal 
reserve is a free common for the commis­ 
sion of crime.” 
“But, sir, can a State officer enter the re­ 
serve and arrest?” was asked. 
"Let me ask you if a State officer saw a 
crime being committed in the reserve, a 
murder, a robbery, a rape—must he stand 
by and not apprehend the offender?” 
“But the State has no authority to try 
for offenses committed on a Federal re­ 
serve.” 
“Very true, no one says otherwise. It is 
a question ol jurisdiction. Once the arrest 
is made, the offender must be turned over 
to the Federal authorities." 
“But suppose there is no Federal law de­ 
fining the offense.” 
“That makes no difference. The Federal 
Courts will try an offender for a crime un­ 
der State law on Federal property or see 
that he is tried. If this is not so, see 
where it would land you. Then one could 
go into a Federal building and rob, gam­ 
ble, knock down, cheat, beat, commit inde­ 
cencies. etc., and snap their fingers at 
society. It is absurd. For any offense 
committed on Federal properly, a Federal 
Commissioner can issue his warrant and 
have the party arrested, and if he is ar­ 
rested he can certainly be tried.” 
“But still ’tis said that on land con­ 
demned by ihe United States the State has 
no authority.” 
“Weil the United States never con­ 
demned this property for the post office 
site—it’s bought it, that all.” 
“What difference does that make?” 
“Well, I only replied to the suggestion in 
your doubt. Read Section 34 of the Politi­ 
cal Code of this State. It says that the 
Legislature consents to the purchase, etc., 
of * * land * * for needful bnild- 
ings, upon the express condition that * * 
such criminal process as may issued under 
the authority of the State, against any per­ 
son charged with crime may be served and 
executed therein in the same mode and 
manner and by the same officers, as if the 
purchase * * had not been made.” 
“Is that all?” 
“All? No, why the Constitution of the 
United States, Section 8, Article I., says 
Congress claims exclusive light to legislate 
over all lands it condemns or buys—'legis­ 
late’ is the word. Now Congress has not 
‘legislated,’ as to this post office site; see?” 
Now H e "Will H op. 
A Chinaman named Chin Ah Sun started 
out for a neighboring hop ranch yesterday 
where be was to go to work. He rode in a 
buggy with a young Frenchman who bad 
been delegated to take the new bop-picker 
out to the ranch. The latter was some­ 
what reckless in the handling of the horse, 
and finally succeeded, upon reaching the 
corner of Twenty-first and H streets, in 
overturning the vehicle and in spilling 
himself and the Chinaman on the street. 
The Frenchman was unüurt, but the Chi­ 
naman had one of his legs broken and was 
bruised about the head. Instead of going 
to the hop-field he was taken to the Receiv­ 
ing Hospital. 
Lively R unaw ay. 
Last evening about 5 o’clock a black 
horse attached to a phaeton dashed madly 
along Seventh, scattering people at the 
crossings and frightening those who were 
in carriages. Hundreds of people rushed 
into the street and watched the flying steed 
until he passed out of sight over the R- 
street levee. It was afterwards learned 
that the horse belonged to J. E. Mills. He 
was tied on Tenth street, between E and 
F, and managed in some way to pull the 
bridle over his head. He wound up by 
dashing the phaeton to pieces at the City 
Cemetery.

Burglars attempted to enter the saloon of 
Gus Wahl, on Third street, next to tbe 
Mississippi Kitchen, early yesterday morn­ 
ing, but were evidently frightened off be­ 
fore an entrance conld be effected.

Tbe move­ 
ments are all wonderfully life-like, even 
tbe motions of the head and neck of a cow 
as she stoops to drink being simulated with 
surprising nicety. There are 200 automatic 
figures 
The temple, Mount Calvary and other 
points of interest are brought out in tine 
relief. The foreground is all carved in 
solid wood. Herod's temple, the tower of 
Autonio, tbe hall of Herod, the tower of 
David and edifices are cut from solid wood, 
and so skilifuliv does the canvas join the 
carving that both appear as a single piece. 
The macbiuery weighs 3,000 pounds and is 
composed of 2,000 pieces, mostly intricately 
j joined together. At times there are 40Ú 
wheels revolving, but so smoothly do they 
perform tbeir functions that they'make no 
audible sound. 
Tbe contriver of this wonderful system 
of mechanism is J. B. Miller, of Warsaw. 
111. For twelve long yeurs he worked to 
produce the “Automatic City of Jerusa­ 
lem.’’ Mr. Miller accompanies it wbere- 
ever it goes, and bis daughter, an accom­ 
plished and intelligent young lady, is tbe 
lecturer, and explains in lucid sentences all 
that goes on about tbe wonderful show. 
Tbe exhibition remains all this week and 
c an be se e n from 10 to 12 a . m and 2 to 10

To the Pioneers of the Pacific Coast—G en­ 
tle m e n : In the year o f ’49 and even be­ 
fore that early date you left hom e, friends 
and all that was dear to vou, ar.d jo u r­ 
neyed to the shores of the broad Pacific in 
search of fam e and fortune. A fier m any 
m onths of toil and hardship you finaliy 
reached her golden shores both tired and 
hungry. W ho was the first to reach you a 
helping hand and say to you : “Come, m v 
sons, you are strangers in a strange land, 
and w hile you are here m ake m v house 
your hom e, and w hat is in it is vours ?" 
Pioneers, do you rem em ber how grateful 
you felt then for the shelter given vou by 
Sutter’s fort? W ell, gentlem en, that was 
nearly forty years ago, and the old fort is 
still in the sam e place, but in a m ost 
w retched condition, and w hile m ost of 
yout noble band have been blessed w ith 
good health, w ealth and happiness, this 
old friend has fared badly. It is now old 
and can hardly stand and unless vou com e 
to the rescue it w ill sco t fall by the w ayside. 
Pioneers, there are m any of you on the 
Pacific coast, and a few dollars from each 
of you w ould buy the ground and fix the 
old S utter’s fort u p as it was in ;thc old 
days of '49. Once repaired, it w ould be a 
lasting m onum ent to you all long alter you 
have crossed the silent river. I am not 
rich by any m eans, but if the Pioneers or 
N ative Sons do not take this w orthy object 
in baud at once, I suggest that a subscrip­ 
tion be raised am ong the citizens of Sacra­ 
m ento to purchase tbe ground and repair 
the old fort.

(Del.), September 8th.— 
Last night a race riot broke out in the 
lower part of Newcastle, in a locality 
known as Dabbinsville, between gangs of 
Irishm en, Poles and Slavonians employed 
in the Tasker Iron W orks, in course of 
w hich a Hungarian named Francis Jank- 
ovisky was shot and instantly killed by 
some of the Irish rioters, and an Irishm en 
nam ed Owen K avanaugh was stabbed in 
ten or eleven places by an unknow n H un­ 
garian. 
The riot was the outcome of a race feel­ 
ing. Thirty-three of the Slavonians have 
been arrested and w arrants will be issued 
for the Irish participants. 
The evidence thus far indicates that 
Jankovisky was trying to escape from an 
intoxicated Irishm an when one of the 
latter fired a shotgun, the load passing 
through Janovisky’s heart. Five Irish­ 
m en, two H ungarians and a Hungarian 
woman also received wounds from gun­ 
shots and missiles in the melee.

N e w a r k (N. J.), SeptemDer 8 th .—A foul 
m urder was discovered in Fast Newark 
to-day, the victim being an Italian about 
65 years of age.

The remains pre­ 
sented a horrible sight. The head had 
been cut from the body, evidently with a 
knife. Three bullet-holes were found in 
the breast, any one of which would have 
caused death.

SMUGGLING IN C H IN ESE. 


H u n d red s L an d ed in N ew Y ork M onthly 
F rom Cub*. 


N e w Y o r k , September 8th.—Three h u n ­ 
dred strange Chinamen are in New York. 
They were smuggled in from Cnba. A 
regular business is carried on by certain 
vessels iu the Cuban fruit trade. 
Fulton M arket fruit-dealers assert that 
citizens of Cuba, with the co-operation of 
the officials of the Spanish Government of 
that island, are aiding Chinamen to evade 
the United States Restriction Act, and are 
landing hundreds o f them in this port 
every m onth. 
There is a certain steamship company in 
this city owning or controlling nine steam­ 
ers that r>ly between New York and Cuban 
ports. On each of these vessels there is a 
Chinese interpreter, whose nam e does not 
appear on the pay-roll of the company’s 
employees, nor of the ship he sails on. It 
is his duty to receive and care for the Chi­ 
nam en who embark at Cuban ports, and 
see that they pass the Custom officers and 
are safely landed here. 
He is not paid by the company, but re 
ceives certain perquisites. The evident ob­ 
ject of this arrangem ent being to enable 
the company to claim, with the appearance 
of justice, that it is not responsible for the 
interpreter’s acts, as he is not in its employ, 
but simply a passenger on its boats. 
Now, as to the m anner in which the 
Chinamen are enabled to pass the United 
States Customs officers. 
Each Chinaman 
leaving Cuba for New York is provided 
with a special passport, iu which he is 
represented to be a traveler desiring of so­ 
journing a brief period iu a place named 
as his destination. 
This passport secures him the privilege 
of landing. Once he sets his foot on the 
steam ship company’s dock here, he is safe. 
The passport has served its purpose and is 
destroyed and the Chinaman joins his fel­ 
low countrymen in Mott street. 
The only regular packet steamers plying 
between New York and Cuba are those of 
the Ward line. 
Collector of the Port Erhardt was asked 
if Chinamen arriving here with a Span­ 
ish passport would be allowed to land. 
“ That would depend on circumstances,” 
said he. “ If the passport stated the Chi­ 
nam an was a citizen of Japan, I don’t see 
how we conld refuse him permission to 
disembark. However, I don’t wish to be 
quoted as giving an opinion. I don’t rel 
mem ber of the question coming up since - 
have been in office. I shall investigate the 
m atter.” 


C igar L ab els. 
S t . Louts, September 8th,—There seems 
to be some misapprehension in regard to 
the ruling of Judge Thayer of the United 
States Court in the case before him last 
Monday ailecting the label of the Cigar 
Union. The Court did not decide against

H e was born in IS38 in Ger­ 
m any, from which his father had to fly for 
political offenses, with Carl Scburz and 
General Franz Siegel. I a 1865 Dr. Men­ 
ninger was editor and publisher of the 
Newbern, N. C., Republican, the first Re­ 
publican paper published in the Southern 
Atlantic States.
